merce commission's system of mak­ 
ing calculations for rate making and 
proAts recapture purposes. 
Railroad}* sought to overturn 
the 
commission’)* system because it was 
not baaed on the "current reproduc­ 
tion** theory valuation. 
Justice McReynolds’ opinion said 
the court was of the opinion that the 
interstate commerce commission has 
not given weight to current values. 
“The question before us,” he said, 
“ is not what weight is to be given 
to thin factor (reproduction costs at 
current rates.) 
“Congress must he 
obeyed,” 
he 
said. 
Justice McReynolds’ majority opin­ 
ion took less than IO minutes to read. 
Justice Branded then announced 
disagreement by himself and Justices 
Holmes and Stone, indicating a six 
to three division of the court. 
The formal order of the court ma­ 
jority wan that the decision of the 
lower three-judge court, upholding 
the interstate commerce commission, 
should he vacated and the order re­ 
versed. 
The interstate commerce commis­ 
sion purposely made this a test case, 
itM decision directing the nine-mile 
St. Louis A O'Fallon road in southern 
Illinois to pay over $226,000 in al­ 
leged excess profits for the period 
1920-24, calculated on tile commis­ 
sion's valuation of $ SRO.OOO. 
The commission 
went 
generally 
into the valuation question and de­ 
fended its valuations as lawful under 
the 1920 transportation act. 
The O’Fallon and the Manufactur­ 
ers’ railway, a St. Louis terminal 
road, both owned by the Adolphus 
Busch estate, took up the gage of 
battle and went into federal court 
seeking an injunction, attacking the 
valuation and many other aspects of 
the recapture order. 
The “billion-dollar valuation issue” 
was taken up and argued 
broadly, 
the railroads contending they were 
entitled to larger valuation baaed on 
enhanced prices which have been in 
effect since the world war.

Lenroot had never tried a legal casa 
before he wa* elected to the senate, 
aud that he never had been admitted 
to practice before the Wisconsin su­ 
preme court. 
The rule provides no one may be 
admitted before the United

supreme court who has not practiced 
for three year* before hi* state su­ 
preme court. 
It I* this speech which Blaine may 
repeat in the open senate. 
Norrie* 
speech concerned Lenroot'* connec­ 
tion with the Teapot Dome case and 
his employment as counsel for the 
power Interests after he retired from 
the senate, upon being defeated for 
i e-election by Blaine. 
If opponents of the secrecy rule 
stage their demonstration, a delicate 
situation never before encountered 
in the senate will arise. 
While these matters were absorb­ 
ing the discussion* among senators, 
the program for speeding 
up 
the 
farm and tariff bills wa* developing 
far enough for congressional leaden 
to predict the house would pass the 
tariff bill by the end of the week 
and the conferees would send the 
farm bill to the president by June I.

Justice Brandeis then announced 
disagreem ent by himself and Justices 
Holmes and Stone, indicatin g a six 
to three division of the court. 
The formal order of th e court m a ­ 
jority was th a t the decision of th6 
lower three-judge court, upholding 
the interstate commerce commission, 
should be vacated and the order re­ 
versed. 
The interstate commerce commis­ 
sion purposely made this a test case, 
itH decision directing the nine-mile 
St. Louis Sc O’Fallon road in south ern 
Illinois to pay over $226,000 in a l­ 
leged excess profits for the period 
1920-24, calculated on the commis- 
sion’s valuation of $950,000. 
The commission 
went 
generally 
into the valuation question and de­ 
fended its valuations as lawful under 
the 1920 transportation act. 
The O’Fallon and the M an u fa ctu r­ 
ers’ railway, a St. Louis term in al 
road, both owned by the Adolphus 
Busch estate, took up the gage of 
battle and w ent into federal court 
seeking an injunction, a t ta c k in g the 
valuation and many other aspects of 
the recapture order. 
The “ billion-dollar valuation issue” 
wa» ta ken up and argued 
broadly, 
the railroads contending they were 
entitled to larger valuation based on 
enhanced prices which have been in 
effect since the world war.

L ittle of the bitter contest over 
the nom ination has been made pub­ 
lic because it all took place in exec* 
tive session. 
The senate rules pi 
vide expulsion for any senator di­ 
vulging what happens.

it. 
Their dem onstration is

ar­ 
ranged to bring m atter to an issue 
In hopes the rule may be overthrow n. 
It was learned the atm osphere of 
the executive session w as so strained 
when the vote on Lenroot wa* taken 
that Senator W aton, the floor leader, 
took m easures to prevent an f Vena­ 
tor from keeping a list of the Votes.

ELECTIONS* BRITISH AMI \ MEKIC A % 


ONE of the most interesting featun*s of tho British election — 
at least to Americans—is the shortness of the period allowed for 
the active campaign. The electoral laws make it certain that the 
struggle will be over quickly, says an editorial in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 
On the eighth day after the proclamation of the election is 
issued, nominations take place. The poll is held on the ninth day 
after the nominations. Parliament assembles not less than twenty 
days aft<*r the date of the proclamation summoning it. Thus this 
year Parliament was dissolved on May IO. Calid I da tenure nom­ 
inated on May 20. The election takes places on May 30. 
This time-table is in striking contrast with the time-table of 
American elections. The British election is an express train which 
runs as rapidly as possible. An American election is a local train 
with many stops. 
From February to June of presidential years 
is the period during which delegates to the nominating conven­ 
tions are chosen. 
After the conventions, four months are given 
over to the presidential campaign. 
The election takes place in 
November. The electoral college meets in January and the votes 
are counted by Congress in February, the President takes office 
on March 4. 
Unless he calls a special session, Congress does not 
meet until the following December. 
There has always been a tradition in the United Slates that 
presidential years were disturbing to business. 
The statisticians 
have shown that this is not the case. Fluctuations in business ac­ 
tivity between 1888 and 1924 have been exhaustively examined by 
Col. Leonard P. Ayres, vice-president of the Cleveland Trust Com­ 
pany. 
He found that business has improved in election years 
more often than it has declined: 
“ Iii seven of the twelve cases 
the year closed with business at a higher level than it held when 
the year opened. In the remaining five eases the level of business 
was lower at the close of tin; year than it was at the beginning.” 
But it is doubtful whether the election had any effect. 
The speed with which British elections are conducted makes 
it impossible for the effect on business activity to In* marked, (treat 
Britain is particularly favored, it should be noted, by the fact that 
only parliamentary elections are held. 
The poll for members of 
the House of Communa is uncomplicated by a simultaneous choice 
of local governmental bodies. 
In the United States the Chief e x ­ 
ecutive, members of two branches of the National Legislature, 
governor!, state legislatures, mayors and other officials are voted 
for at the same time; in addition, many laws go before tin* people 
of different states for a popular referendum. 
The American system of nomination, furthermore, seems ex­ 
tremely complicated, in comparison with tin* British practice. 
A 
candidate may run for the House of Commons if he is proposed in 
writing by a registered voter of tin' constituency and assented to 
by nine other voters. Freak candiddacies or candidates by those 
who have no chance of polling any considerable strength are pre­ 
vented by a provision of the electoral law requiring a deposit of 
£150. 
This deposit is forfeited if tin' candidate fails to receive 
one-eighth of the votes which are polled. 
This year, however, 
more than 1600 candidates have presented themselves for the 615 
scats in the House of Commons. 
It is likely, therefore, in view 
of the many three-cornered contests, that there will be a number 
of forfeited deposits. This device, however, is a safeguard against 
too many nominations, and enables the ease of nominations to 
contribute to the quickness with which a British parliamentary 
election can he concluded.

The Washington Star inquires whether the weather, or any 
single element of it, follows periodic cyclos. 
We in the B m inerd 
Lake Region are aware of the fact that there are periodic cycles 
in lake levels and that in many cases, seven-year periods mark 
the cycles between highest and lowest levels. 
We know one meteorological cycle, continues the Star, by 
which we can make predictions with reasonable assurance— that 
of the solar year. 
Over any twelve-month period temperatures 
can he plotted in a fairly smooth curve. 
It is as certain as any­ 
thing on this earth that any January in the temperate zone will 
he considerably colder, on the average, than any July. 
But is there a similar cycle extending over years instead of 
months? Let us assume such a cycle of twelve years correspond­ 
ing roughly in meteorological phenomena with the twelve-month 
cycle that we know. Then there would he a January year, a Feb­ 
ruary year, a May year, a July year and a December year. 
We 
could predict with assurance that the November year would he 
cooler than the May year. 
None would welcome information of such a cycle more than 
the professional meteorologists—the stair of the United States 
Weather Bureau and the official forecasters of other nations. Their 
work would be easier. Their services would he of more value. 
They have examined most of the alleged circular periods and 
found that they simply do not exist. 
Belief in them, however, is 
based in observations which have not been subjected to rigid 
mathematical analysis.

One of the most interesting features of the British election— 
at least to Americans— is the shortness of the period allowed for 
the active campaign. 
The electoral laws make it certain that the 
struggle will be over quickly, says an editorial in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 
On the eighth day after the proclamation of the election is 
issued, nominations take place. 
The poll is held on the ninth day 
after the nominations. 
Parliament assembles not less than twenty 
days after the date of the proclamation summoning it. 
Thus this 
year Parliament was dissolved on May IO. 
Candidates^are nom­ 
inated on May 20. 
The election takes places on May 30. 
This time-table is in striking contrast with the time-table of 
American elections. The British election is an express train which 
runs as rapidly as possible. 
An American election is a local train 
with many stops. 
From February to June of presidential years 
is the period during which delegates to the nominating conven­ 
tions are chosen. 
After the conventions, four months are given 
over to the presidential campaign. 
The election takes place in 
November. 
The electoral college meets in January and the votes 
are counted by Congress in February, the President takes office 
on March 4. 
Unless he calls a special session, Congress does not 
meet until the following December. 
There has always been a tradition in the United States that 
presidential years were disturbing to business. 
The statisticians 
have shown that this is not the case. 
Fluctuations in business ac 
tivity between 1888 and 1924 have been exhaustively examined by 
Col. Leonard P. Ayres, vice-president of the Cleveland Trust Com­ 
pany. 
He found that business has improved in election years 
more often than it has declined: 
“In seven of the twelve cases 
the year closed with business at a higher level than it held when 
the year opened. 
In the remaining live eases the level of business 
was lower at the close of the year than it was at the beginning.” 
But it is doubtful whether the election had any effect. 
The speed with which British elections are conducted makes 
it impossible for the effect on business activity to be marked, (treat 
Britain is particularly favored, it should be noted, by tin' fact that 
only parliamentary elections are held. 
The poll for members of 
the House of Commons is uncomplicated by a simultaneous choice 
of local governmental bodies. 
In the United States tin; Chief E x­ 
ecutive, members of two branches of the National Legislature, 
governor^, state legislatures, mayors and other officials are voted 
for at the same time; in addition, many laws go before the people 
of different states for a popular referendum. 
The American system of nomination, furthermore, seems ex­ 
tremely complicated, in comparison with the British practice. 
A 
candidate may run for the House of Commons if Ik* is proposed in 
writing by a registered voter of the constituency and assented to 
by nine other voters. 
Freak candiddacies or candidates by those 
who have no chance of polling any considerable strength are pre­ 
vented by a provision of the electoral law requiring a deposit of 
£150. 
This deposit is forfeited if the candidate fails to receive 
one-eighth of the votes which are polled. 
This year, however, 
more than !(»()() candidates have presented themselves for the 615 
seats in the House of Commons. 
It is likely, therefore, in view 
of the many three-cornered contests, that there will be a number 
of forfeited deposits. This device, however, is a safeguard against 
too many nominations, and enables the ease of nominations to 
contribute to the quickness with which a British parliamentary 
election can be concluded.

thing on this earth that any January in the temperate zone will 
be considerably colder, on the average, than any July.

During the last few years alfalfa 
hay is becoming quite generally used 
as a protein supplement for feeding 
hogs, 
In some Instances alfalfa meal 
has been used for this purpose and to 
determine the relative value of alfalfa 
In the form of alfalfa meal or alfalfa 
hay as compared with ollmeul when 
fed with a ration of shelled corn, tank­ 
age and minerals to hogs, the Mich­ 
igan experiment station conducted a 
test in 1927 with five lots of pigs 
weighing f>7 pounds each at the begin­ 
ning of Dip test. 
Tills experiment Indicated that al­ 
falfa hay produced greater gains with 
less feed than did either alfalfa meal 
or oilnieal when fed with the ration 
of tunkuge, shelled corn and minerals. 
T hat alfalfa inenl required a great­ 
er amount of feed with a ration of 
tankage, shelled corn and minerals. 
That the addition of oilmen! to a 
mixture of tankage and alfalfa meal 
reduced the gains. 
The addition of alfalfa hay to tank­ 
age mid otlmeal produced larger gains 
and required less feed for the gains 
produced than did the addition of al­ 
falfa meal with tankage and oilmeul 
when fed with a ration of tankage, 
shelled corn and minerals.

alfalfa hay is more profitable for feed­

Anyhow, It has been taking its toll 
of life and as no remedy has been 
found for the malady and destruction 
of affected animals has come to be 
the adopted course of procedure by 
the state authorities, stockmen have

However, there will be some satisfac­ 
tion In knowing th a t the federal gov­ 
ernm ent now grants Indemnities for 
animals found affected.

Becoming Generally Used as 
Protein Supplement. 


During the last few years alfalfa 
hay is becoming quite generally used 
as a protein supplement for feeding 
hogs. 
In some Instances alfalfa meal 
has been used for this purpose aud to 
determine the relative value of alfalfa 
In the form of alfalfa meal or aliulfa 
hay as compared with oilmeal when 
fed with a ration of shelled corn, tank­ 
age and minerals to hogs, the Mich­ 
igan experiment station conducted a 
test in 1927 with five lots of pigs 
weighing 57 pounds each at the begin­ 
ning of thp test. 
This experiment Indicated that al­ 
falfa hay produced greater gains with 
less feed than did either alfalfa meal 
or oilmeal when fed with the ration 
of tankage, shelled corn and minerals. 
That alfalfa meal required a great­ 
er amount of feed with a ration of 
tankage, shelled corn and minerals. 
That the addition of oiimeai to a 
mixture of tankage and alfalfa meal 
reduced the gains. 
The addition of alfalfa hay to tank­ 
age and oilmeal produced larger gains 
and required less feed for the gains 
produced than did the addition of al­ 
falfa meal with tankage and oilmeal 
when fed with a ration of tankage, 
shelled corn and minerals. 
The 
conclusions 
that 
must 
be 
reached from this experiment are that 
alfalfa hay is more profitable for feed­ 
ing hogs than alfalfa m eal; that it 
produces greater gains with less feed 
than does 
alfalfa 
m eal; 
also that 
, alfalfa bay when fed to swine to­ 
gether with oilmeal produces great­ 
er gains with less feed than does al­ 
falfa i»eal with tankage and oilmeal. 
Many swine producers in those sec­ 
tions where alfalfa hay is produced 
have adopted this as a general prac­ 
tice in their swine herd with very sat­ 
isfactory results. 
It is a practice that 
will no doubt continue to grow from 
year to year.—Dr. George W. Conn., 
Stephenson county. 111. . 


Johne’s Disease of 
Cattle Increasing 
Most stockmen have become aware 
that chronic bacterial dysentery of cat­ 
tle, more commonly called Johne’s dis­ 
ease or paratuberculosis, has gradually 
been increasing in prevalence. Possibly 
It always has been as prevalent, hut 
was not regarded as a specific dis­ 
ease, or it was thought to be tuber­ 
culosis in an advanced stage, or a 
form of scouring induced by damaged 
feed. 
Anyhow, it has been taking its toll 
of life and as no remedy has been 
found for the malady and destruction 
of affected animals has come to be 
the adopted course of procedure by 
the state authorities, stockmen have 
been 
concerned 
over 
the 
outlook. 
However, there will be some satisfac­ 
tion in knowing that the federal gov­ 
ernment now grants indemnities for 
animals found affected. 
It is probable that various states, 
especially those where dairy cattle 
are numerous, will also offer Indem­ 
nities for animals slaughtered on ac­ 
count of .Tohne’s disease. 
Wisconsin 
lias already taken that step and own­ 
ers will now feel more inclined to 
have the test applied to cows that 
suffer from a chronic form of dysen­ 
tery. 
In some of the European countries 
Johne’s disease has become seriously 
prevalent. The disease Is contagious, 
the germs being voided in the feces. 
The disease may, for a time, lie dor­ 
mant, but when it shows up it always 
proves fatal.
